In plain Fact, I am weary 
} of perfonating a Character 

% in for which I have fo folemn 

S Matis SZ a Contempt ; nor do I be- 
Jieve that the elder Brutus was more uneafy under 
that Idiot Appearance which he afflumed for the 
Sake of his Country, than I have been in the Mafque 
of facobitifin, which I have fo long worn for the 
fame amiable and honeft Purpofe ; in order, if pofli- 
ble, to laugh Men out of their Follies, and to make 
them sfhamed of owning or ating by Principles no 
lefs inconfiftent with Common Senfe, than detri- 
mental to the Society. 

And even the Jacobites themfelves (if there be 
really any Perfons weak enough to maintain fuch 
Tenets in Earneft) cannot* tax me with any Un- 
fairnefs, If they will reflect ferioufly, and confefs 
ingenuoufly, they muft be forced to allow, that it 
is impoffible for any Man to unite the contradictory 
Doétrines of a Proteftant and a Jacobite, without 
being guilty of all the glaring and monftrous Ab- 
furdities which I have endeavoured to afign to that 
motley Charaéter. 

Here then I fhall pull of the Mafque, and open- 
Jy avow that I ohn Trott-Plaid, Efq; wotwith- 
Sanding my Name, do, from my Heart, abhor and 
defpife all the Principles of a Jacobite, as being 
founded on certain abfurd, exploded Tenets, be- 
neath the loweft Degree of a human Under- 
ftanding. 

Many Reafons, befides my great Abhorrence to 
this Chara¢ter, have urged me to lay it down for 
the future. 

Firft, I have obferved that tho’ Irony is capable 
of furnifhing the moft exquifite Ridicule; yet as 
there is no kind of Humour fo liable to be miftaken, 
it is, of all others, the moft dangerous to the Writer. 
An infinite Number of Readers have not the leaft 
‘Tafte or Relith for it, I believe I may fay do not 
underftand it; and all are apt to be tired, when it 
is carried to any Degree of Length. ; 

A fecond Reafon is, that there is no Species of 
Wit or Humour fo little adapted to the Palat of the 
prefent Age. I am firmly perfuaded, that if many 
of thofe who have formerly gained fuch Reputation 
this Way, were to revive and publifh their Works 
de novo, they would have few Readers, and acquire 
but little Credit. This is indeed too plain and fim- 
ple a Food, and wants all that high Seafoning which 
recommends the Works of modern Authors. Ridi- 
cule is not fufficiently poignant ; nothing but down- 
right Abufe will whet up and ftimulate the pall’d 
Appetite of the Public ; nor will the World at pre- 
fent {wallow any Characters that are not well ra- 
goo’d and carbonaded. ‘The general Tafte in Read- 
ing, at this Time, very much refembles that of 
fome particular Men in Eating, who would never 
willingly devour what doth not flink. When a 
new Book, Pamphlet, or Poem is publifhed, the 
Enquiry is not, as formerly, What is the Subject ? 
Who writ it? Is there Wit.or Humour in it? But, 
who is abufed ?, Whom is the Author at now? Doth 
* he lay about him well? and fuch-like ; and accord- 





ing to the Anfwer received to thefe Queftions, the 
Performance is cherifh’d or rejeéted. 

A third Reafon which hath ‘induced me to the 
above Refolution, is a Conviétion that the Princi- 
ptes which I attack are really improper Subjeéts of 
Ridicule ; for as fome Perfons and fome Topics may 
be too high and folemn, fo, in Reality, others may 
be too low and contemptible to be treated this Way. 
Indeed, if to ridicule any thing it be necefiary to 
lower it by a Comparifon to fomething elfe, 1 be- 
lieve it will be very difficult to find fuch a Compa. 
rifon for Jacobitifin. 

But the laft and ftrongeft Motive to me hath 
been, that the Matter is paft a Joke; for, however 
abfurd and defpicable the Principles of Jacobites 
may be, the Defigns of the Party, and their Confe- 
quences, are of a very ferious Nature. When every 
Attempt, with which Malice can fupply Invention, 
is employ’d to undermine and blow up the Contti- 
tution ; when conceal’d Popifh Traytors are crept 
into the Seminaries of Learning, and endeavour to 
taint the Minds of our Youth ; and when the moft 
bare-faced Libels are every Week fpread all over the 
Nation, in order to fpirit up the Vulgar to rife and 
cut the Throats of their Betters; it is high time to 
{peak in a plainer Language than that of Irony, 
and to endeavour to raife fomething more than Mirth 
in the Mind of the Reader. 

One of thefe: Incendaries in particular may be 
almoft literally called the Drummer of Sedition, 
and faid to beat up for Recruits in the Pretender’s 
Caufe. He hath in very dire&t Terms addrefled 
himfelf to the People, and very plainly (tho’ with 
all the Affeétation of Eloquence) advifed them to 
rife and do themfelves Juftice. In this, indeed, he 
differs from the famous /aux, that as the Affaflin, 
already upon Record, attempted clandeftinely to 
blow up King, Lords and Commons, this Gen- 
tleman would effe€t the fame Purpofe, in a fairer 
and more open Manner, and would encourage the 
People to take up Arms againft the Government, 
with this Motto on their Banner, 


Nit DesPERANDUM. 


This Conduct may perhaps be thought fair and 
open; but we fhall not find him in all Refpects 
equally honeft: In two Inftances, indeed, (and 
thefe pretty confiderable» ones) he deviates a little 
from this Plain-dealing ; for he beats up for Recruits 
to ferve the Pretender in the Name of his prefent 
Majetty ; and fights in the Caufe of Popery and 
Slavery, under the Standard (as he pretends) of the 
Conftitution. 

To confider fuch Attempts as thefe in a ludicrous 
Light, would be as abfurd as the Conceit of a Fel- 
low in Bartholomew- Fair, who exhibited the comi- 
cal Humours of Nero ripping up his Mother’s Bel- 
ly ; and furely a Man who endeavours to rip up the 
Bowels of his Country, is altogether as improper an 
Object of Ridicule. 

And what makes the Matter ftill more ferious, 
with regard to this Author, is, that he is far from 
being like the reft of his Fellow-Labourers, void of 
all Abilities. Such Perfons as the Writer of O/d 
England, the Printer of the London Evening-Po/t, 
and the poor Foo/, can do neither Good nor Harm to 
any Caufe or Party ; for tho’ a Sword is faid to be 
a dangerous Weapon in the Pofleflion of a Mad- 
man, a Pen is never dangerous but in the Hands of 
a Man of Senfe, 


Here perhaps the candid Reader will fay, Why 
did not the Miniftry fecure fuch a Wriser to them- 
felves, or at leaft purchafe his Silence, when he 
waitedon them! Efpecially fince they have ex- 
perienced his Abilities in writing already on more 
Sides than one? Why is an Author oll ged to be a 
more difinterefted Patriot than any other? And why 
is he, whofe Livelihood is in his Pen, a greater 
Montter in ufing it to ferve bimfelf, thaa he who 
ufes his Tongue to the fame Purpote ? 

To confefs the Truth, the World is in veneral 
too fevere on Writers. In a Countiy where there 
is no public Provifion for Men of Genius, and in 
an Age when no Literary Productions are encou« 
raged, or indeed read, but fuch as are feafon’d with 
Scandal againft the Great ; and when a Cuftom hath 
prevailed of publ.thing this, not oaly with Impunity 
but with great Emolument, the Temptation to 
Men in defperate Circumftances is too violent to be 
refifted ; and if the Public will feed a hungry Man 
for a little Calumny, he mutt be a very honett Per- 
fon indeed, who will rather ftarve than write it. 

Ina Time therefore of profound Tranquillity, 
and when the Confequence, at the worft, can pro- 
bably be no greater than the Change of a Miniltry, 
I do not think a Writer, whofe only Livelihood is 
his Pen, to deferve a very flagitious Character, if, 
when one Set of Men deny him Encouragement, he 
feeks it from another, at their Expence ; nor will { 
rafhly condemn fuch a Writer as the vileft of Men, 
(provited he keeps wighin the Rules of Decency) if 
he endeavours to make the beft of his own Caufe, 
and ufes a litle Art in blackening his Adverfary. 
Why fhould a Liberty which is allowed to every 
other Advocate, be deny’d to this? 

But at a Seafon when the Kingdom is engaged in 
a moft dangerous War; when we are inthe nolt 
critical and perillous State; when it is become a 
Queition, and that foon, as it feems, to be decided, 
whether we fhall be any longer a Nation ; and when 
indeed this in a great meafure depends on our Una- 
nimity among ourfelves. At fuch a Seafon to blow 
the Trumpet of Sedition, to labour at re-kindling 
the fearce extinguifh’d Coals of Rebellion, to blac hen 
and mifreprefent the belt of Governments, and to 
harangue the People with falfe, plavtible, and poptu- 
lar Alarms, into a Diltrutt of thofe great and ¢ 
Men, who are, of all, moft defirous and mott able 
to preferve them; is an Aétion which deferves a

Floy ence, March 6. N.S. The Difpofitions which the 
French were making in the Citadel of Maffa, fuch as 
mounting the Cannon, and clearing the Avenues of it, 
by levelling fome Houfes and cutting down feveral 
Olive-Trees, as if they had a Defign to fortify them- 
felves there, are difcontinued by Order, it being found 
that, by the Situation of that Citadel, it is impoflible 
to defend it from a Bombardment. The Garrifon left 
there, of 50 Men, was, by the laft Accounts, reduced 
to 30, to prevent which, no common Soldier is per- 
mitted to go out of the Citadel. A Detachment from 
a rench Company of Huffars, formed chiefly of De- 
ferters from the Auftrian Army, and who were em- 
ployed between Lavenza and Mafla, on light Expe- 
ditions, have lately deferted, after having ufed the Ofhi- 
cer who oppofed them fo ill, that he is fuppofed to be 
dead of his Wounds, to Pietra Santa, a fmall Town 
belonging to this State, where they were reccived as 
Deferters, and obliged to fell their Arms: They im- 
mediately went from thence to Lucca, and from thence 
to Pifa, where they have taken Refuge in a Church, 
upon Notice thata French Commiffiry had been fent 
Pott after them to all the abovementioned Places, with 
Orders to demand them as Affaflins. The fame In- 
{tances have been made to the Regency here, by Order 
of the Duke de Richelieu, to which no Aniwer has 
as yet been given, neither is it probable that they will 
be complied with. ib. 

Soon after the French Troops took Poffeffion’of the 
Cattle of Maffa, the Marriage of the Princefs Mary- 
Anne, Second Heirefs of that Principality, with Prince 
Albani, was publickly declared. Signior Fabrici, Agent 
from the Duke of Modena, who thought alone to fe- 
cure that rich Succeffion for the Prince his Son, pro- 
tefted againft this Marriage, in tae Name of the Duke 
his Mafter. But that Prince has neverthelefs given up 
all the Hopes he once flattered himfelf with, of re- 
uniting that Principality to his Dominions; tho’ he 
formerly thought the Thing fo certain, that he caufed 
the Roads from Modena to Maffa, to be repaired fome 
Years ago, with a View of opening a Way for Carriage 
by Land, betwixt Mafla and Venice, of all kind of 
Goods that are now fent by Sea quite round Italy. 
The Engagements of the Duke of Modena with the 
Houfe of Bourbon have caufed him to lofe that impor- 
tant Acquifition ; and this may not perhaps, after the 
Ruin of his Dominions, and an Exile of feven Years, 
be the only Dilgrace that he may draw on himfelf by 
thofe Engagements, G. A. Quere. Whether a Match 
thus made Sword in Hand wilt not rather refemble a 
State of War than of Peace ?

N E B— and one B—, two Jacobites, came

“* they have ever thought, that a Day would come 
‘¢ by Their means, when, amidft the Commifera- 
** tion of All his Subjects—the Few Sons of Vio- 
‘© Jence excepted—their Sovereign could be ar- 
<* raign’d in his own Courts of Juftice, imprifon’d 
“* in his Palace, and executed in the Capital of 
«© his Country ? 

*¢ Let thefe Things, therefore, fill our Minds 
** with a Cautious Dread, (for That is the End of 
this Day of Remembrance) of encouraging any 
Reports, or harbouring any-Complaints, and of 
** propagating any Jealoufies, which may have a 
Tendency,—tho’ but a Diftant one—to weaken 
© our own Affections for His Majefty, or to alie- 
* nate thofe we converfe with from their true and 
“ {worn Allegiance.” 

All which he faid was in Favour of the Diaboli- 
cal Caule of Whiggifm, and conrrary to our Alle- 
giance to our Sovereign Lord ——, his Crown and 
Dignity. 

‘The Court then, having firft perufed the Sermon, 
adjudged, That the faid Sermon be, for its Loyalty, 
recommended to the Public ; and that the faid Bs, 
for their falfe Clamour, be in the Mercy of the 
Court, ec. 

Note, It was faid that the printed Sermon differ’d 
from that which was preached ; but this, on Exa- 
mination, was found to be falfe.
